HELLS OF THE BASTILLE. 

They Are Hang fn a Little Rustic

Tbe bells of the Bastille arc still In 
rails in a Httle court In Avenue d'Ky- 
lau, where they ere hung In a little 
rustic building. There Is no doubt as 
to their authenticity. They carry In £ 
relief their Rtory. "These three bells 
were made by Louis ('heron, founder 
to the court, for the roynl Rastllle In 
the year 17t)l." Fleurs-de-lis, crosses 
nnd sacred figures adorn the legend. 
The bells formerly were part of the 
clock Installed by M. Sartlne in 1704. * 
In the archives de l'nrsenal are all the 
documents relative to the work. 

On July 14, 1780. the balls of tbe 
assailants stopped the clock of the 
Bastille nt n quarter past in tho even- 
ing. Palloy, who demolished tho pris- 
on, three days later received the order 
to deliver the clock to the cominnnder
